Because this is so, the Socialists 
say, and tn*cause the workers are ever 
Striving to get more of the wealth 
they create, and because the owners 
are ever striving to get larger profit* 
(iu other words, additional surplus 
value), a class struggle arises, class 
divisions are created, claas antagon- 
isms generated. This class struggle 
must continue until the workingclass 
is sufficiently organised on the in- 
dustrial and political field (for all 
class struggles are political struggles) 
to dispossess tlie owning class and 
take control of the land and all the 
oilier factors of wealth-production 
anil operate them lor the working- 
class alone. In the world of Social- 
ism the owner, the employer, has no 
rights as an owner or an employer 
that are recognised. The laud-own- 
er has no rights as a landowner.
